2. The said company shall have the right to hold, in or near Right to hoict 
the town of Lovettsville, not exceeding in quantity ten acres L*e^'.^nd^g^l 
of land, for the purposes of said cemetery ; and shall have ^y^p^ga^^ 
power to lay out and ornament the same, to erect such buildings 

thereon as it may deem necessary and proper, to airange burial 
lots, and to make and enforce by reasonable fines and penalties 
such by-laws, rules and regulations for the government of the 
establishment as it shall judge best : provided the same be not Proviso 
contrary to the constitution and laws of the United States or 
of this state. 

3. That hereafter no streets, lanes, alleys or roads shall be streets 
made or established, or made over said land, or any part tery prow-"^^ 
thereof, except for the use of said company, (without the ^^^^ 
consent of the said company,) nor shall the same be condemned ^ ^^ 

or taken for any public use without the like consent. 

4. The estate, property and affairs of said corporation, not Board of direc' 
otherwise provided for, shall be managed and controlled by a cS^gen^^ 
board of nine trustees, to be chosen from among the original 
corporators, or those who may have become proprietors of lots 

in said cemetery, in which elections each corporator or lot- 
owner shall be entitled to one vote. 

5. That the first meeting of the members of said company Time of meet- 
shall take place at the said cemetery grounds at such time as refors^^'^^ 
may be designated by the first six of the persons named in 

this act, seven days' public notice of the same being given 
previous to said meeting ; at which meeting and at all other 
meetings the members may vote in person or by proxy. C^ooole 
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6. That there shall ever after be annual meetings of the 
members for the election of trustees, at such time as the by- 
laws may require ; but in the event of a failure to hold such, 
meetings, the trustees then in office shall continue until their 
successors may be elected. 

7. That immediately after the first general meeting for the 
election of trustees, and of all other elections of trustees, they 
shall elect from their own body a president, and shall elect a 
treasurer and secretary and such other officers as the by-laws 
may designate, and may till any vacancy that may occur in any 
office. 

8. That no interest of a corporator or lot-holder in the 
property of said company shall be subjected in any way to the 
payment of debts, pass by insolvency, or into the hands of 
executors or administrators, or be liable for taxes for state, 
county, district or any other public purpose ; but the rights 
and interest shall remain in the families of each according to 
the course of descents. 

9. The said company shall have full power to acquire, by 
sales of lots, gifts and devises in money and personal property, 
or by a tax on lot-holders, an amount in value not exceeding 
ten thousand dollars : provided, however, that said company 
shall make no use of said money, property or effects, except 
for the improvement, repairs and maintenance of the cemetery. 

10. The grounds and improvements thereon, and all other 
property and things connected therewith belonging to said 
company hereby incorporated, shall, for all police purposes, be 
under the protection of and subject to the ordinances of the 
corporation of the town of Lovettsville, and the mayor, 
recorder and common council of said corporation shall have 
jurisdiction of all offences committed upon and within said 
grounds in the same manner as if done and committed within 
the town of Lovettsville.

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Chap. 2. — An ACT p:ranting a loan of arms of the state to the prin- 
cipal of Hoover's Select High School, at Staunton.

William Amory, Junior, Walter M. Sweet, Parker C. Chandler, 
William Frazier, Francis H. Manning, Otis Kimball, Edward 
C. Ellis, and their associates and successors, who may become 
stockholders, be and they are hereby created a body politic 
and corporate by the name and style of The Richmond and corporate 
Southwestern Railway Company. ^^^ 
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2. The capital stock of said corporation shall be one million 
dollars, but may be increased at any meeting of the stockhold- 
ers called for that purpose upon such notice as the board of 
directors may deem proper, so as not to exceed thirty thousand 
dollars per mile for each mile of double-track railroad, or fifteen 
thousand dollars per mile for each mile of single-track railroad, 
which said company shall build or own in this state or other 
states, divided into shares of one hundred dollars each. 

3. The persons first named in this act shall constitute the 
first board of directors of the said company, and shall continue- 
in office until the first meeting of the stockholders thereof. 

4. The annual meeting of the stockholders of the said com- 
pany may be held at the city of Washington on the Wednes- 
day after the second Monday in January of each year, or on" 
such other day and at such other place as the stockholders may 
by resolution adopted in any annual meeting, to take effect at 
the next annual meeting, prescribe.

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Chap. 29. — An ACT to incorporate the True Issue Publishing 
Company. 

Approved February 2, 1880. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly. That Phillip W. 
Strother, William A. French, Wythe G. Bane, and such others 
as may be associated with them, and their successors, are cre- 
ated a body politic and corporate under the name and style of 
The True Issue Publishing Company, and as such shall have 
perpetual succession, shall possess all the privileges and powers 
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of corporations, and are authorized to do all acts necessary for 
carrying on a general newspaper, publishing and printing busi- 
ness.

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of Virginia, That siuicestot)© 
any person or persons, or company, owning or having control exfjJing^dAms 
of any dam or other thing across Smith's river in the counties 

of Henry, Franklin or Patrick, which dam or obstruction may 
interfere with the free passage of fish up or down said river, 
shall within twenty days after the passage of this act be 
required to provide said dam or obstruction with a suitable 
sluice, not to be less than five feet wide, so that fish may have 
free passage up or down said river during the months of March, 
April, May and June of each year ; and it shall be required of such 
parties that the same shall be kept unobstructed during said 
months so that fish may have free passage.

Corporate Limits. 

The territory contained within the limits of the act pre-

and rowers immunities, powers and privileges, and be subject to all the 
duties and obligations now appertaining to and incumbent on 
said city as a municipal corporation.

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Chapter II. 

Government, 

The government of the city of Lynchburg shall be vested in Mayor, jtc 
a mayor, a council, aldermen, and such boards and officers as 
are permitted or required by law, and be constituted and ap- 
pointed by said council. 

Chapter III. 

Elections, Oaths of Office, Bonds, ^c. 

1. The election of all municipal officers who are chosen by Election 
the vote of the people shall be held at the inter\'als and on the 
days prescribed for such elections by the laws of the state. 

2. In case of a vacancy arising in any municipal office here- Vacancies 
inafter mentioned, except as otherwise provided, it shall be 

the duty of the council to certify the same to the judge of the 
corporate court, who shall issue his writ for an election to fill 
such vacancies in the manner prescribed by the general elec- 
tion laws of the state. 

3. Whenever any special election shall be ordered by the Special eiec- 
<;ity council for any object not provided for in the general elec- ^^^^ 

tion laws of the state, they shall communicate their order for 
the same to the judge of the corporation court, and the same pro- 
ceedings shall be had by it as are provided by law for special 
elections to fill vacancies in any municipal office. 

4. The mayor, members of the city council, and all other officers to be 
officers of the city, whether elected by the people or the coun- s^o'" 

cil, before entering upon the duties of their respective offices, 
shall be sworn in accordance with the laws of the state. Such oaths, by 
oaths may be administered by any person competent to admin- ^tered* ° 
ister an oath under the laws of the state, and a certificate of 
such oaths having been taken shall be filed by each officer 
with the clerk of the council, who shall enter the same upon 
the journal of the council. If any person appointed or elected Penalty on 
to any office in said city shall neglect to take such oath for 'ath"^ ^^ **^^ 
thirty days after receiving notice of his election or appoint- 
ment, or shall neglect for. the like space of time to give such 
securities as may be required of him by the city council, as 
hereinafter provided, or as may be hereinafter required by any 
law or ordinance, his office shall be deemed vacant, and 
another appointment or election shall be made. 

5. All persons elected by the people to fill any municipal Term of office, 
office shall enter upon the duties thereof on the first day of^**«^^^«*» 
July next succeeding their election, and shall respectively con- 
tinue in office until their successors have qualified. 

6. No person shall be eligible to any municipal office unhss wnoeii^we 
he be a resident of the city and has been a resident at least 

six months before his election ; and removal from the city of 
any one holding any such office shall vacate the same. 
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7. The following officers shall severally give bonds to the 
city with security to be approved by the council, conditioned 
so as to secure their faithful discharge of the duties to the city 
in their respective offices, and the several penalties of said 
bonds shall be not less than the sums named below, but may 
at the will of the council be greater, to-wit : 

The mayor in a penalty not less than ten thousand dollars. 

The treasurer in a penalty not less than fifty thousand dol- 
lars. 

The collector in a penalty not less than fifty thousand dol- 
lars. 

The commissioner of the revenue in a penalty not less than 
twenty thousand dollars. 

The city engineer in a penalty not less than five thousand 
dollars. 

The high constable in a penalty not less than five thousand 
dollars. 

And any person holding a municipal office, whether such 
office is enumerated above or not, and whether such office now 
exists or be hereafter created by act of assembly or ordinance 
of the city, may be required by the council, subject to the 
above limitation, to give such official bond as it may deem 
proper. The bonds provided for under this section are only 
to secure official duties to the city, and in nowise are to super- 
sede the official bonds to the commonwealth required of any 
of said officers by law. All official bonds given by municipal 
officers shall be tiled with the city treasurer, except that of the 
treasurer, which shall be filed with the clerk of the corporation 
court. 

8. In case of default on the part of smy bonded municipal 
officer the city shall have the same remedies upon his bond 
against him and his securities as are provided for the state in 
enforcing the penalty of any official bond given to it. 

9. The treasurer, collector, commissioner of the revenue and 
high constable may each appoint one or more deputies : pro- 
vided, such appointments meet the approval of the council, 
but the securities of said officers respectively shall be equally 
liable for the acts of said deputies as for those of their prin- 
cipals. 

Chapter IV.

Jurisdiction 1. The jurisdiction of the corporation court shall extend to 

coupt^'***^^ the corporate limits of the city, and to a space of one mile 

without and around said limits, except that the same shall not

14. The corporation court of the city may remove the mayor How removed 
from office for malfeasance, misfeasance, and gross neglect of 

official duty, and such removal shall be deemed a vacation of 
the office. All proceedings under this section shall be by order 
of or motion before said court, upon reasonable notice to the 
party to be affected thereby. 
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1. The council of the cit^ shall be composed of five mem- 
bers from each ward, who shall be elected by the electors of 
their respective wards, and shall continue in office two years. 

2. The council shall elect one of its members to act as a 
president, who shall preside at its meetings, and when he shall 
from any cause be absent or unable to act, it may appoint a 
president pro tempore. The president may at any time call a 
meeting of the council, and in case of his absence, inability or 
refusal, the council may be convened by the order, in writing, 
of any thre4 members, addressed to its clerk. The members 
of the city council shall receive no compensation for their 
services. 

3. The council shall have authority to adopt such rules and 
appoint a clerk, and such other officers as it deems proper and 
necessary for the regulation of its proceedings and the con« 
venient transaction of business ; to compel the attendance of 
absent members ; to punish for disorderly behavior ; and by 
vote of two-thirds of its whole number to expel a member for 
misconduct in office. It shall keep a journal of its proceed- 
ings, and its meetings shall be open, except when the public 
welfare requires secresy. 

4. A majority of the members of the council shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business. But in any 
vote on any ordinance, resolution or other proceeding looking 
to the appropriation of money, the imposition of taxes or 
assessments, or the contracting of any debt or obligation on 
behalf of the city, the ayes and nays shall be entered on the 
records, and no such ordinance, resolution or proceeding shall 
be passed except in cases where a greater vote is required 
unless the same shall receive the votes of a majority of the 
whole number of members elected. No vote shall be rescinded 
or reconsidered at a special meeting unless there be then 
present as many as were present when such vote was taken. 
No ordinance, resolution or motion which creates, continues or 
revives any appropriation of money or property, or releases, 
discharges or commutes any claim or demand of the city, shall 
have any force or effect unless the same shall receive the votes 
of a majority of all the members elected to the city council. 

5. The council shall have all the general powers vested in it 
by the laws of the state, and shall further have power, 

(1.) To fill the vacancies in its body ; and the persons so 
appointed shall hold during the unexpired term of the person 
in whose place he is appointed. 

(2.) To control and manage the fiscal and municipal affairs of 
the city and of all property, real and personal, belonging to 
the city, and may make such ordinances, orders and by-laws 
relating to the same as it may deem proper and necessary. 
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(3.) To purchase, hold sell and convey all real and personal To purchase 
property necessary for its uses and purposes. ^rty^" ^^^ 

(4.) To establish markets in the city, and regulate the same, Markets 
and to enforce such regulations in regard to the keeping and 
sale of fresh meat, vegetables, eggs and other green groceries, 
and the trade of hucksters and junk dealers, as may be deemed 
advisable. ^ 

(5.) To erect in or near the city suitable work-houses, houses Work-houses^ 
of correction or reformation, and houses for the reception and ^® 
maintenance of the poor and destitute. It shall possess and Authority 
exercise exclusive authority over all persons within the limits ^^®^ *^® ^^^ 
of the city receiving or entitled to the benefits of the poor law ;

tion or house, which it may establish, and regulate pauperism 
within the limits of the city ; and the council, through a board overseers of 
of overseers of the poor, or such other agencies as it may ap- ^^® ^^^ 
point for the direction and management of the poor of the city, 
shall exercise the powers and perform the duties vested by 
law in overseers of the poor. 

(6.) To erect and keep in order all necessary public build- PuhUc huiid- 
ings, including a city jail and public school-houses, and to open ^^^ 
and regulate public squares and parks. 

(7.) To establish or enlarge water-works or gas-works within waterworks 
or without said city ; to contract with the owners of land for 
the use or purchase thereof, or may have the same condemned 
for the location or enlargement of said works, or the pipes or 
fixtures thereof. They may protect from injury or pollution, 
by proper penalties, said works, or anything connected there- 
with, within or without said city,. and may, under this authority, 
prevent the pollution of the water in the river by prohibiting 
the throwing of filth or offensive matter therein for a distance 
of six miles above the limits of the city. 

(8.) To take care, supervision and control of streets, squares streets, &c 
and commons, and to close, extend, widen, narrow, lay out, 
pave, graduate, improve and otherwise alter the streets in said 
city ; have the streets properly lighted and kept in order ; 
make or construct sewers, or public ducts, through the same, 
or wherever else they may deem expedient ; build bridges in 
or culverts under said streets or alleys ; prevent or remove 
obstructions or encroachments over, under or in the same, 
plant shade trees along the same, and prevent the cumbering 
of streets, alleys, walks, public squares, lanes or bridges in 
an3^ manner whatever. 

(9.) To permit railroads to be built and telegraph poles to be Railroads and 
erected, gas and steam pipes to be laid in the streets, and de- poig^^** 
termine and designate the route and grade of any railroad to 
be laid in said city, and to regulate the speed of engines and 
cars upon the railroads within said city, and may wholly ex- 
clude the same when the welfare of the city may demand it. 

(10.) To require spirituous liquors, wine, oils, molasses, vin- aaugers 
egar and spirits of turpentine in casks to be gauged and 
inspected ; to provide for the weighing of hay, fodder, oats, Weiarhers 
shucks or other long forage, and to provide for the measuring 
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of com, oats, grain, coal, stone, wood, lumber, potatoes and 

other articles of sale or barter. 

To require every merchant or trader in property of any 

description which is sold by measure or weight to have his 

weights and measures sealed by the city sealer.

guardian or committee, be duly summoned before the board or 
officers of the city, who shall be charged by the ordinances 
with such duty, and allowed reasonable opportunity to show 
cause against such action.

pose for which the original ordinances or journal could be 
received, and with as much effect. 

Chapter VI. 

Other Officers, 

1. There shall be for said city a judge of the corporation Corporation 
court, a commonwealth attorney, a clerk of the corporation ^^^^^ 
court, a treasurer, a sergeant, and a commissioner of the revenue, 

each of whom shall be elected in the manner and at the time, 
and shall hold office for the term prescribed by law ; they shall 
respectively perform such duties, have such powers, and be 
liable to such penalties as may be prescribed by the laws of 
the state or the ordinances of the city, made in pursuance 
thereof. 

2. The collector of city taxes, city engineer, and surveyor. Collector 
city attorney, and all other municipal officers which the council 

has the power to appoint, shall be appointed by it at such 
times and hold office for such terms as may be fixed by the 
ordinances of the city. Their respective duties and compensa- 
tion shall be fixed by the said ordinances. 

3. There shall be elected by the qualified voters of the city Aldermen 
of Lynchburg four aldermen from each ward of said city, who 

shall be residents of their respective wards, and shall be elected 
by the voters thereof, and shall hold office for the term of two 
years, and until their successors be elected and qualified, 
unless sooner removed from office. The said aldermen shall 
be conservators of the peace within the city and a space of one 
mile beyond and around. They shall have the same powers 
and duties within said limits in criminal cases as are now or 
may be hereafter allowed by law to justices of the peace in the 
several counties of this state. In civil cases their jurisdiction 
should be confined to the corporate limits of said city, and 
within said limits shall be equal and coextensive with that of 
the mayor of said city, and they shall have the same power as 
the mayor to enforce the ordinances of the city. 

4. There shall be elected by the qualified voters of the High consta 
city one high constable, who shall hold his office for the term ^^® 

of two years, and until his Successor be elected and qualified, 
unless sooner removed. Said high constable shall keep his 
office in some convenient place in the city, and shall have the 
same powers and duties, and be subject to the same penalties 
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as are prescribed by law for other constables, and shall further 
perform such other duties as may be prescribed by the ordi- 
nances of the city, for which his compensation shall be fixed by 
the council. 

Chapter ,VII. 

Police. 
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1. The council shall, at its first meeting in the month of July 
next succeeding the passt^e of this act, appoint one person, 
not a member of its body, from each ward of the city, who 
shall together constitute a board of police commissioners whose 
term of office shall be for as many years as there may be elec- 
tion wards in the city, except that of the board first elected. 
The members from the first ward shall hold only one year ; the 
members from the second, two years ; the members from the 
third, three years, and so on ; and after the first election the 
council shall annually in the month of June fill the vacancy 
created by the expiration of the term of office of one n^ember 
of the board, and the term of each member when so elected 
shall then be the full number of years provided above. When 
a vacancy shall occur in the board at any other time than at 
the expiration of the term of a member, the council shall fill 
the vacancy for the unexpired term. Should a new ward at any 
time be added to the number now existing, the council shall 
during the month of July next succeeding elect a member of 
said board for said ward, but such election shall be in lieu of 
the election which otherwise would have been made at that time, 
and the term of office of the members of the board shall be in- 
creased by one year, so as to be the same with the number of 
wards and so that one member thereof shall be elected an- 
nually. 

2. As soon as practicable after said board has been appointed 
the members shall qualify and organize by the election of one 
of its members as president and another as secretary. 

3. Upon its organization the board shall select from among 
the electors of the city a chief of police, whose duties and 
bond shall be such as may be ordained by the council. His 
warrant of appointnient, signed by a maj<^rity of the board, 
must be filed with the clerk of the council. The board shall 
further elect such number of policemen as may be authorized 
by the council, but no election of any policeman shall be made 
except on the nomination of the chief of police. After the 
police force has been so constituted any vacancy therein shall 
be filled by the board in like manner. Such chief and police- 
men shall constitute the police force of the city, and shall hold 
their respective positions during good behavior or until they 
may be severally removed by the board. 

4. The board shall perform any other duties connected with 
the police department which the council may delegate to it, 
but for any services rendered by it shall receive no compen- 
sation. 
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5. The police force when duly constituted shall be under the Police force 
control of the mayor for the purpose of enforcing peace and o^Mayor"^^^ 
order, and executing the laws of the state and. the ordinances of 

the city. It shall also perform such other duties as the council 
may prescribe. For the purpose of enabling it to execute its Police force 
duties and powers, each member thereof is hereby made a con- o? peace*^^^* 
servator of the peace, and endowed with all the powers of a 
constable in criminal cases, and all other powers which, under 
the law of the state, may be necessary to enable him to dis- 
charge the duties of his office. 

6. The pay, uniform, rules and regulations for said police Pay, uniform,

Chapter VIII. 
Bonds, Taxes, Sinking Fund, <^c. 

1. The council may, in the name and for the use of the city, ^owerto 
contract debts and cause to be issued therefor notes or bonds ; SaJts and' 
but no debt of the city shall be payable more than thirty-four issue bonds 
years from the date thereof : provided, that the council shall Amount of 
not have power to contract debts for the city, or issue evidences ^®^^ limited 
thereof, whether notes or bonds, for sums which, when added 

to the debt of the city then existing, shall cause the total 
amount of the indebtedness of the city to be greater than 
eighteen per centum of the value of the real and personal estate 
in the city assessed for taxation : and provided farther, that Restrained 
the council shall not contract debts or issue any evidences t ions ^o^ inter- 
thereof for the purposes of subscribing to the capital stock of nai improve- 
any internal improvement company ; nor shall it cause the Ses* ^^^^^' 
bonds of any such company to be endorsed by the city without Exception 
first being authorized so to do by the vote of three-fourths of 
the legal voters of the city and a majority of the freeholders 
thereof. 

2. No debt shall be created by the council for a longer Debts for pe- 
period than four months, unless the ordinance creating the S.ontha^' *°^^ 
same has been introduced at some meeting of the council at 

least thirty days before the same is passed; but an amend- 
ment to such an ordinance need not lie over for an additional 
thirty days. 

3. For the execution of its powers and duties the council Power to levy 
may tax all real and personal property in the city not exempt perty,Tc^'^ 
from taxation ; ail corporations located in the city, or having 

their principal office therein, and not exempt by law from tax- 
ation ; all moneys owned by or credits due to any person living 
in the city ; all capital of persons having a place of business 
in the city and doing business therein, and employed in said 
business, though the said business may extend beyond the 
city : provided, that so much of said capital as is invested in 
real estate or employed in the manufacture of articles outside 
the city limits shall not be taxed as capital; all stocks in 
incorporated joint stock companies doing business in the city, 
and by whomsoever owned, and not exempt by law from taxa- 
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tion ; incomes, interest on money, dividends of banks or other 
corporations : provided, that no capital, interest, income or 
dividends shall be taxed when a license or other tax is imposed 
upon the business in which said capital is employed, or upon 
the principal money, credits or stocks from which the interest, 
income or dividend is derived ; nor shall a tax be imposed at 
the same time upon stock of a corporation and upon the divi- 
dends thereon ; assessment upon stocks and bonds shall be 
according to the market value thereof. 

4. The council may impose a tax of fifty cents per annum 
upon each male resident of the city who has attained the age 
of twenty-one years. 

5. The council may impose a tax on merchants, commission 
merchants, auctioneers, manufacturers, traders, lawyers, phy- 
sicians, dentists, brokers, keepers of ordinaries, hotel keepers, 
boarding-house keepers, keepers of drinking or eating-houses, 
keepers of livery-stables, daguerrean artists of all kinds, agents 
of all kinds (including the agents of insurance companies 
whose principal office is not located in the city), sellers of wine 
and other liquors, venders of quack medicine, public theatri- 
cal or other performances or shows, keepers of billiard tables, 
ten-pin alleys, pistol galleries, hawkers, peddlers, sample mer- 
chants, and upon any other person or employment which it 
may deem proper, whether such person or employment be 
herein specially enumerated or not, and whether any tax be 
imposed thereon by the state or not. As to all such persons 
or employments the council may lay a direct tax or may require 
a license therefor under such regulations as it may prescribe 
and levy a tax thereon ; but the taxes herein authorized shall 
be subject to the provisions and conditions set forth in the 
fourth section of this chapter of this charter. 

6. The council may subject any person who, without having 
obtained a license therefor, shall do any act or follow any em- 
ployment or business in the city, for which a license may be 
required by ordinance, to such fine or penalty as it is authorized 
to impose for any violation of its laws. 

7. There shall be set apart from the resources of this city a 
sum equal to one per centum per annum on the aggregate debt 
not payable within one year, whether contracted heretofore or 
hereafter. The fund thus set apart shall be called the sinking 
fund, and shall be applied to the payment of the debt of the 
city as it shall become due, and if no part be due and payable, 
it shall be invested in the bonds or certificates of debt of the 
city, or of this state, or of the United States, or of some state 
of this Union. 

8. The council shall not appropriate any part of the sinking 
fund, or its accruing interest, otherwise than as mentioned in 
the preceding section, except in time of war, insurrection, or 
invasion, and then only by a vote of two-thirds of all the mem- 
bers elected to such council. 

9. The council may vest in the collector of city taxes and 
assessments, the collection of water rent, water rates and water 
assessments, and any other collector of sums due the city 
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which it may appoint, any or all of the powers which are now 
or may be hereafter vested in any collector of state taxes, and 
may prescribe the mode of his proceeding, and the mode of 
proceeding against him for failure to perform his duties. No 
deed of trust or mortgage upon goods or chattels shall prevent 
the same from being distrained and sold for taxes assessed 
against the grantor in such deed, while such goods and chattels 
remain in the possession of the grantor, nor shall any such 
deed prevent the goods and chattels conveyed from being dis- 
trained and sold for taxes assessed thereon, no matter in whose 
possession they may be found. 

10. There shall be a lien on real estate for the city taxes Taxes alien on 
assessed thereon, from the commencement of the year for which ^^^ estate 
they are assessed. The city council may require real estate 

in the city, delinquent for the non-payment of taxes, to be sold 
for said taxes, with interest thereon, and such per centum as 
they may prescribe for expenses of collection ; and they may 
regulate the terms on which real estate, so delinquent, may be 
sold or redeemed : provided, that all such sales shall be made 
subject to the prior lien of the commonwealth for taxes. 

11. A tenant from whom payment of taxes on his landlord's Credit to ten- 
property shall be obtained by distress or otherwise shall have *^* '^^ ^^®® 
credit for the same against such person on account of his rent 

unless by contract the tenant is to pay such taxes. 

12. All moneys received or collected for the use of the city city moneys, 
shall be paid over, held and disbursed as the council may order ^^^ disbursed 
or prescribe. 

13. It shall be the duty of the clerk of the corporation court commissionep 
of said city, annually, between the first and fifteenth days of g^ J^J^J^^I^*^ 
January, to furnish the commissioner of the revenue for said with list of 
city a certified list of all transfers of real estate which have ^*"^ ^^ 
been made in his office during the preceding twelve months. 

Chapter IX. 

Streets^ Highways, SfC. 

1. The city shall not take or use any private property for Power of con- 
streets or other public purposes without making just compen- ^emnation 
sation for the same ; but where the city cannot obtain title to 

ground necessary for its purposes, it may proceed to condemn 
the same in the mode prescribed by law. 

2. No order shall be made and no injunction shall be granted injunctions 
by any judge or court of this commonwealth to stay the pro- P^^^^^^ted 
ceeding of the city in the exercise of any power herein granted 

it over its streets and highways unless it be manifest that it is 
exceeding its powers and that the interposition of the court is 
necessary to prevent injury which cannot be adequately com- 
pensated in damages. 

3. In every case where there has been or shall be encroach- Powers to re- 
ment upon a street by a fence, building or otherwise the mayor ^^^ obstruc- 
may require the owner to remove the same. If such removal 

shall not be made within the time ordered, the mayor may im- 
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pose a penalty, to be fixed by the council, for each day which 
it is allowed to continue thereafter, and may cause the encroach- 
ment to be removed at the risk and cost of the owner. 

4. Wherever any ground shall have been opened to and used 
by the public as a street for ten years, it shall be considered 
as dedicated to the public, and the city shall have the same 
authority and jurisdiction over and right and interest therein 
as it has over other streets. 

5. When the owner of any property in the city divides the 
same into lots, reserving streets therein for the use of the pub- 
lic, and places a plat thereof on record clearly showing his 
intention in regard thereto, it shall be held a dedication thereof 
to the public use, and the fee in the same shall thereby vest in 
the city as a part of its streets. 

6. No agreement between or release of interest by persons 
owning the land contiguous to such street, whether the same 
has been opened and used by the public or not, shall have 
effect of closing such street, or to divest the interest of the 
public therein or the authority of the city thereover. 

7. Whenever any new street shall be opened, any existing 
street graded or paved, or any culvert or other public improve- 
ments made, the city council may determine what portion of 
the expenses thereof shall be paid by the city, and what por- 
tion by the owners of real estate benefited thereby ; and may 
order that the whole expense be borne by owners of such real 
estate. The assessment made against the owners of said real 
estate for such improvement shall be a lien on said property* 
and may be collected by the officer and in the same manner as 
city taxes and levies ; but no such public improvement shall 
be made, to be defrayed in whole or in part by a local assess- 
ment, unless first requested by a petition signed by at least a 
majority of the owners of property to be assessed for such im- 
provement, or unless in ordering such improvement three- 
fourths of the whole council shall concur. 

8. When water mains are laid in a street the council shall 
have power, for the purpose of meeting the expenses of the 
water works of the city, to levy an annual special assessment 
upon the real estate on both sides of such street : provided, 
such assessment shall not exceed one-quarter of one per centum 
of its assessed value ; but it shall also be authorized to exempt 
any property from such assessment to which water is supplied 
and water rates charged. 

9. The term "streets" when used in this charter shall be 
held to mean streets, alleys, lanes and all species of public 
highways. 

Chapter X. 
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1. The city of Lynchburg and its inhabitants shall be exempt 
from all assessments for levies in the way of taxes imposed by 
the authorities of Campbell or Amherst counties for any pur- 
pose whatever, except upon property in said counties owned

by the inhabitants of said city, nor shall said inhabitants be jury service 
liable to serve upon juries in said counties. therein 

2. Unless otherwise specially provided, the persons holding Present in- 
any of the offices provided for in this charter which have here- muSt thei?

Chap. 128.— An ACT to incorporate the Luray Iron Company, 
Approved March 3, 1880. 

1. Be it enacted b}'^ the general assembly of Virginia, That corporators 
William G. Macdowell, George Nichols, Joseph H. Sands, U. L. 
Boyce, F. S. Kimball, Harold Sill, or a majority of them, their 
associates, successors, or assigns, or such of them, and such 
other persons as may become stockholders, be and they are 
hereby incorported a body politic and corporate, in fact and in 
law, under the name, style and title of The Luray Iron .Com- corporate 
pany ; and by that name shall have perpetual succession, and "*"^® 
be able and capable in law to take, receive and hold in fee simple Power to hold 
or otherwise, lands, tenements, and estates therein in fee simple ^niijpJoperty 
or for less estates, personal and all other property, by deed of 
conveyance, lease, or otherwise, and may improve, sell, lease, Power;to im- 
exchange, mortgage, or dispose of the same, or any part i^^tJie?'&c"' 
thereof, as may be necessary and expedient for the purposes 
thereof; may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, in all General pow- 
courts of law and equity ; may have a common seal, which ®^^

of the same ; to mine ore, coal, limestone fire-clay and other 
products of their lands ; to cut and manufacture timber on 
their lands, prepare the same for market, sell and transport the 
same, and to store, deal and traffic in such commodities as 
shall be deemed advantageous for the successful prosecution of 
their business ; to erect blast-furnaces, rolling-mills, forges,

Chap. 129. — An ACT to amend and re-enact the fifth section of chap- 
ter 38, Code of 1873, as amended and re-enacted by an act approved 
January 25, 1879, entitled an act to amend and re-enact the fifth 
section, chapter 38, Code of 1873, in regard to the delivery of lists 
of delinquent lands to treasurers.

§5, ch. 38, 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of Virginia, That

Chap.' 136. — An ACT to amend and re-enact sections 8 and 10 of an 
act to provide for workino: and keeping the public roads in order in 
Clarke county, approved February 17, 1877. 

Approved March 3, 1880. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly. That sections §§8, io,amend- 
eight and ten of an act to provide for working and keeping the ^^ 
public roads in order in Clarke county, approved February 
seventeen, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, be amended 
and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

§ 8. For every day on which there may be a failure to work Penalty for 
by any person liable to road duty, one dollar shall be paid as work on road 
a fine to the overseer of the roads in his district within twenty 
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days thereafter by the person in default, if a person of full 
age ; or if he be a minor, by his parent or guardian. If the 
money be not paid to the overseer within the time above speci- 
fied he shall make out a ticket against such delinquent party 
for the amount of said fine, with an addition of ten per centum 
for costs, which ticket shall be put by him in the hands of the 
constable of his district for collection : provided, however, that 
such delinquent may after notice to such overseer of not less 
than two days apply to the supervisor of his district, and for 
good cause shown have said fine released or remitted : and pro- 
vided further, that such delinquent may before said ticket goes 
into the hands of the constable, discharge said fine by labor 
upon the roads to which he may be assigned by the overseer. 
The constable having charge of the collection of such fines 
may distrain therefor or otherwise collect the same in the 
mode prescribed for the collection of taxes and county levies. 
He shall account to the overseer for all fines collected by him, 
dividing the costs collected equally with the overseer. Any 
money received by the overseer under this section shall be 
applied to the working of the roads within his district and 
shall be accounted for by him to the district board. 

§ 10. Each overseer shall receive for his services such per 
diem as may be fixed by the board, not to exceed two dollars 
per day for each day actually and necessarily employed in the 
discharge of his duties : provided, that in summoning hands 
he shall have summoned not less than ten each day ; and in 
working the roads he shall have employed not less than ten hands 
each day. But in any case in which it shall appear to the 
board that through the failure of those summoned to attend as 
required there have been less than ten hands employed, but 
necessary and valuable work has been done, tliey may allow a 
reasonable compensation not to exceed twenty cents for each 
hand so employed ; but no compensation shall be allowed any 
overseer whose roads have not been inspected and approved 
by the road commissioner of the magisterial district in which 
his sub-district is located. Right is, however, herein reserved 
to the overseer to appeal from the decision or action of said 
road commissioner to the district board ; whereupon the said 
district board shall appoint two or more disinterested free- 
holders to inspect the road or roads in dispute and report their 
action at the meeting on the fourth Monday in October ; the 
report of said freeholders to be accepted by all parties as final.

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Chap. 137.— An ACT to incorporate the Norfolk Knitting and Cotton 
Manufacturing Company. 

. Approved March 3, 1880. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of Virginia, That Corporators 
Booton Myers, John B. Whitehead, William J. Donald, Henry 

S. Reynolds, John L. Roper, George M. Bain, W. D. Reynolds, 
E. V. White, William H. Turner, their associates and suc- 
cessors, be and are hereby created and constituted a body- 
politic and corporate, under the name of The Norfolk Knitting corporate 
and Cotton Manufacturing Company, and by that name and ^*™® 
style shall have perpetual succession, may sue and be sued, aenerai pow- 
contract and be contracted with, plead and be impleaded, have ®™ 
a common seal and change the same at pleasure, and shall have 
all the rights and privileges of a corporation, and be subject 
to all the rules, regulations and restrictions imposed by the 
laws of Virginia in relation to joint stock companies, so far as 
they are applicable to and not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act. 

2. The capital stock of this company shall not be less than capital stock 
twenty -five thousand dollars, nor more than two hundred and 

fifty thousand dollars, divided into shares of one hundred 
dollars each, and each share shall be entitled to one vote. The 
exact amount of stock to be issued between the aforesaid 
limits shall be determined by a vote of the stockholders at an- 
nual or special meetings lawfully convened. As soon after the when may or- 
passage of this act as the aforesaid minimum sum of twenty- ^*"*^® 
five thousand dollars shall have been subscribed, the corpora- 
tion may proceed to organize ; and whenever the stockholders When and 
may determine to increase the amount of capital stock, they c^s™capltai 
may proceed to take subscriptions to such additional stock, stock 
either by selecting commissioners to open books of subscrip- 
tion in the manner prescribed by the laws of the state for 
taking subscriptions to stock in corporations, or by private 
subscription or solicitation, or in any other manner and on any 
terms that may appear best to the stockholders. 

3. The object of this corporation is the manufacture of cotton, object 
woolen, hempen, flaxen, or silken fabrics. 

4. The place of business of this corporation shall be in the Place of husi- 
city or county of Norfolk, Virginia ; but it shall have power ^^^^ 

to make and enforce contracts anywhere within or without the 
commonwealth, unless forbidden by local law. 

5. The said corporation may acquire and hold real estate. Power to ac- 
not to exceed twenty acres in amount, and may sell or alien tate!\^d sefi 
the same, or charge the same with its debts, or incur debts ^*"^® 
upon the security of the same in any matter and for any pur- 
pose that a natural person might ; but this shall not be con- 
strued to prevent the said corporation from buying or receiving 

a greater amount of land than twenty acres, when necessary 
16 
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or expedient for the purpose of saving or securing debts due to 
the said corporation. 

6. The officers of this corporation shall consist of a presi- 
dent, secretary, treasurer and board of directors, seven in 
number, of which the president shall be one ex-officio, and shall 
preside at their meetings. All of these offices except those of 
secretary and treasurer shall be held by stockholders of this 
corporation. These officers shall be chosen at the regular 
annual meetings of the stockholders, but vacancies may be filled 
at special meetings. The duties, powers, mode of election and 
additional qualifications of the respective officers shall be pre- 
scribed by the by-laws. If for any reason the election of 
officers is prevented from taking place at the annual meetings, 
the election may be held at a special meeting called for the 
purpose, and the incumbents shall hold over until their succes- 
sors are elected and have qualified. 

7. The regular annual meeting of the stockholders shall be 
held on the first Thursday in February of each year. No 
notice of the annual meeting shall be required. Special meet- 
ings may also be called whenever deemed proper by the presi- 
dent or board of directors. Publication of the time and place 
in one or more newspapers of the city of Norfolk for at least 
seven days shall be a sufficient notice of such special meetings. 

8. Five of the corporators in person and a majority of the 
stock represented either in person or by proxy shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business, and stockholders 
may vote by proxy as well as in p*son. 

9. The corporation shall have power to make by-laws not 
inconsistent with the laws of the state or of the United States, 
and may amend or repeal the same at pleasure ; it may pre- 
scribe in such by-laws the mode and terms of subscription to 
the capital stock. In addition to the ordinary remedies allowed 
by law, it shall have a lien upon the stock for the unpaid instal- 
ments, and may sell the same after thirty days' default in the 
payment of such instalments for such default, and after thirty 
days' notice of such sale by advertisement. 

10. The signature of the corporate name by the president, 
as president, with the seal of the corporation affixed, shall be 
a sufficient execution of any legal document or writing by the 
coiporation.

The capital stock and other 
corporate assets alone shall be liable for the debts of the cor- 
poration.

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Chap. 138. — An ACT in relation to certain uncollected dog taxes in 
the county of Lee. 

Approved March 3, 1880. 

Whereas the general assembly of Virginia passed an act, Preamble 
approved February sixth, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, 
which imposed a certain tax on the dogs of the county of Lee 
for the support of the public free schools of said county, and 
the encouragement of wool-growing in same ; and the said act 
having been repealed by the general assembly on the twenty- 
ninth of December, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, leav- 
ing in the hands of the collectors certain tickets uncollected, 
and for which the treasurer held the receipts of said collectors ; 
and whereas the repeal of the law was made before the expira- 
tion of the time for collecting, thereby preventing the collect- 
ors from collecting said dog tax and paying off in full their 
receipts to the treasurer, and leaving yet in their hands certain 
amounts on account of dog taxes uncollected ; therefore, 

1. Beit enacted by the general assembly of Virginia, That When coiiec- 
if the said collectors or their sureties on retiring shall return a f^^'^pa^^nt 
sworn list of all the dog taxes remaining in their hands uncol- of tax 
lected by reason of the passage of the above act, they shall be 

released from the payment of same : provided, that the said list Proviso 
shall be approved and certified to by the board of supervisors 
of said county, and upon such certificate and approval of the 
board of supervisors the treasurer shall credit upon the bonds 
of the deputy collectors the amount of uncollected dog taxes 
of the said collectors respectively, and the said treasurer shall 
have credit for same in his settlement with the county school 
board.

Chap. 139. — An ACT to re-enact and renew the charter of the Peters- 
burg Gae-Light Company. 

Approved March 3, 1880. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly. That the act enti- charter 
tied an act to incorporate the Petersburg gas-light company, *"^®^d®^ 
passed March ninth, eighteen hundred and forty-one, to-wit : 

§ 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly. That Thomas corporators 
Wallace, Henry Whyte, Dugger Jones and Company, James 
Orr, James Macfarland, Robert Ritchie, Robert Leslie, David 
Foster, and such other persons as may hereafter be associated 
with them, shall be and they are hereby incorporated and made 
a body politic and corporate under the name and style of The Corporate 
Petersburg Gas-Light Company, for the purpose of furnishing p^pose 
the citizens of the town of Petersburg with the use of gas- 
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light for public and private convenience ; and they are hereby 
invested with all the rights, powers and privileges (so far as 
they apply to the purposes aforesaid) conferred on bodies poli- 
tic and corporate by the act entitled an act prescribing general 
regulations for the incorporation of manufacturing and mininoj 
companies, passed February thirteenth, eighteen hundred and 
thirty-seven, and are subject to all the restrictions, regulations 
or limitations contained in said act. 

§ 2. Be it further enacted, That the capital stock of the said 
company shall not be less than fifteen nor more than fifty thou- 
sand dollars, to be raised by subscription in shares of fifty 
dollars each, for which purpose books of subscription may 
be opened under the superintendence of James Macfarland, 
Robert Leslie, Thomas N. Lee, Robert Ritchie, Thomas Wal- 
lace, Thomas Shore, Henry W-hyte, John W. Syme and Benja- 
jamin Jones, in conformity with the rules prescribed by the act 
hereinbefore recited. 

§ 3. Be it further enacted, That the said company shall have 
the right to purchase and hold land not exceeding three acres 
in whole or detached pieces in the said town for the establish- 
ment of gasometers for the supply of cotton, tobacco and other 
manufactories. 

§ 4. And be it further enacted, That it shall be lawful for 
the common council of the town of Petersburg to cause any of 
the principal streets in the said town to be lighted at the ex- 
pense of the corporation if they deem it expedient, or upon 
the petition of three-fourths of the persons owning or occupy- 
ing houses on any street or part of a street proposed to be 
lighted, it shall be lawful for the common council to assess a 
tax upon all occupants and owners of houses therein sufficient 
to defray the expense of lighting the same, and every such tax 
shall be assessed according to the value of the several lots as 
ascertained at the last assessment thereof. 

§ 5. Be it further enacted, That all the stock, bonds and 
other property belonging at any time to said corporation shall 
be considered personal estate, and the several acts amenda- 
tory of said act passed respectively December eighteenth, 
eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, February seventh, eighteen 
hundred and fifty-one, and March twenty-second, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-three, be and the same are hereby re- 
vived, renewed and re-enacted for a period of thirty years from 
th'e passage of this act : provided, that the location of any 
gasometer or other work hereafter by the said company within 
the corporate limits of the said city shall be at such place or 
places as the common council thereof may approve, and that 
the said gas company shall lay their mains, pipes, establish 
stop cocks, and otherwise conduct any work on their behalf, 
under such rules and regulations as the said council shall pre- 
scribe : and provided further, that the said gas light company 
shall from time to time extend their mains and pipes and 
supply such part of the said city and its inhabitants with gas- 
light not supplied, as the said council may reasonably require : 
and provided further, that the quality of the gas-light supplied 
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shall have the illuminating power of seventeen candles, and 
that the rate of charge per thousand feet to all consumers shall 
not be greater than may be necessary to yield upon the gas 
actually supplied not exceeding ten per centum net on the bona 
fide capital invested in the necessary work of the said gas 
company's works, such rate for each year to be fixed bj'^ the 
common council of the said city, upon the receipts ani proper 
expenses of the said company for the preceding year, and the 
bona fide capital up to such time actually invested in the pro- 
per works of the said company ; and to yield such maximum net 
profit upon the said basis, it shall be the duty of the said coun- 
cil to fix the rate of charge for gas as aforesaid whenever when council 
so required by the said company, and the said council are em- cSarge*^^ ^' 
powered to make or cause to be made such examination of the 
books and afiairs of the said company as may be deemed 
necessary to enable the said council to discharge from year to 
year the duty aforesaid : and provided also, the said council Further pro- 
shall fiix the rental of metres and the furnishing and laying of ^^^^ 
all service pipe on the basis of a profit not higher than ten per 
centum : and provided expressly, that nothing contained in 
this act shall be construed to interfere with or impair the right 
of the city of Petersburg and the exercise of the right by her 
common council to erect gas-works on that behalf and for the 
same purpose, nor to impair the force of any existing contract 
so far as the provisions hereof may conflict. 

2. This act shall be in force from its passage, and shall be 
subject to future amendments or repeal at the pleasure of the 
general assembly. 



Chap. 140. — An ACT to establish the county of Dickenson out of 
parts of Russell, Wise and Buchanan, 

Approved March 3, 1880. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly. That so much of Boundaries 
the counties of Russell, Wise and Buchanan as is contained 
vnthin the following lines, to- wit : beginning at Osborn's gap, in 
Cumberland mountain on the state line ; thence a straight line 
to the top of George's Fork mountain at a point where the 
road crosses said mountain ; thence with the top of the moun- 
tain to the head of Lick branch, a tributary of Crane's Nest 
creek ; thence a straight line to the mouth of Birchfield creek ; 
thence up Crane's Nest creek to the mouth of Lion's fork ; 
thence up said creek to the forks of said branch ; thence up the 
Fork spur to the top of Crane's Nest ridge ; thence a straight 
line to Sandy Ridge meeting-house in the county of Wise, on 
the top of Sandy ridge ; thence with the top of Sandy ridge to 
the James Porter farm at the head of Nancy's ridge ; thence 
a straight line to Tramnlel gap on Sandy ridge ; thence with 
the top of Sandy ridge with a line of Russell county to the 
James P. Kiser farm ; thence a straight line to Henry Riser's 
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farm on the top of Sandy ridge at the Russell county line ; 
thence with the Russell county line to James Rasnake's farm, 
including said farm in the new county ; thence down the Cany- 
ridge to the mouth of Cany creek ; thence down Indian creek 
to its mouth, including J. H. Duly's farm ; thence down Rus- 
sell's fork of Sandy river to the mouth of Panpan creek, in- 
cluding Andrew Owen's dwelling house ; thence a straight line 
to the mouth of Greenbrier creek, a tributary of Prater creek ; 
thence a straight line to the Big Meadow gap ; thence down 
a branch to Gressy creek; thence down said creek to the 
mouth at Russell's fork of, Sandy river; thence down said 
river to the state line of Virginia and Kentucky ; thence with 
the state line to the beginning, be and the same is hereby estab- 
lished as a new county, which shall be known by the name of 
Dickenson ; the court-house for said county to be located on 
McClure creek, at or near the mouth of Cary creek, and to be 
called Ervinton. 

2. The following persons, to-wit : Joseph Kelly, James Ven- 
ters, William Vanover, Simpson Dyers, William Sutherland, 
Robert J. Phillips and David Smith are hereby appointed com- 
missioners to meet at the place designated in the first section 
of this act for the court-house and other public buildings, on 
the second Monday of April next, or within five days thereaf- 
ter, and lay off the said county of Dickenson into three or 
more magisterial districts, select points at which elections shall 

- be held in each district, and appoint for each a conductor and 
three commissioners, any two of whom may act, to superin- 
tend the elections to be held for the said county of Dickenson 
on the fourth Thursday in May next. 

3. The following persons, James Venters, James Colly, and 
David Smith, of Dickenson county, or any two of whom may 
act, shall be and are hereby appointed commissioners to select 
the site for a codrthouse, jail, and other public buildings for 
said county of Dickenson, and are hereby required to meet at 
the place designated in the first section of this act on the first 
Monday in June next, or within ten days thereafter, and as 
soon as practicable thereafter ascertain and determine at what 
point or place it is most suitable and proper to erect a court- 
house, and such other necessary public buildings and fixtures 
as the convenience of the county requires und^er existing laws 
for holding courts and conducting business incident thereto, and 
shall lay off, in the most convenient form, a lot or lots of land 
for that purpose, not exceeding two acres in quantity, and shall 
ascertain the value thereof; whereupon the said commis- 
sioners, or a majority of them acting in this behalf, shall make 
their report in writing to the county court of said Dickenson 
county, when organized, of the manner in which they shall 
have executed the duties required of them by this act, and of 
their proceeding in relation thereto, designating the point and 
place agreed upon, the value of the lot or lots of land, and 
name or names of the owners thereof; and the place so ascer- 
tained and determined upon by the said commissioners, or a 
majority of them, shall be the permanent place for holding the 
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courts of the county of Dickenson now required by law to be 
holden for the several counties of this commonwealth.

twenty-one years old which may be returned therein by the 
commissioners of the revenue for eighteen hundred and eighty. 
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'' 9. It shall be the duty of the sheriffs respectively of the 
counties of Russell, Wise and Buchanan to collect and make 
distress for any public dues or officers' fees which may remain 
unpaid by the inhabitants of the portion of said county taken 
respectively from the said counties of Russell, Wise and Buch- 
anan at the time when this act shall commence and be in 
force, and they shall each be accountable for the same in like 
manner as if this act had never passed. 

10. The courts of the counties of Russell, Wise and Buchanan 
shall respectively retain jurisdiction of all actions and suits 
depending before them on the fourth of July next, and shall 
try and determine the same, and award execution thereon, 
except in cases wherein both reside within the new county, 
which, together with the papers, shall after that day be removed 
to the courts of the county of Dickenson and there be tried 
and determined. 

11. The said county of Dickenson shall be in and attached to

Chap. 141. — An ACT to incorporate the Petersburg, Massanutta and 
Toledo Kailway Company. 

Approved March 3, 1880. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of Virginia, That Corporators 
John Q. Winfield, Ulrich Wittig, Jacob N. Ligget, John G. 
Cootes, I. F. Branner, P. W. Pugh, J. W. Basore, S. C. Wil- 
liams, Dr. Burke Crisman and S. M. Yost, of Virginia ; and 

Angur M. Wood, John Hower, Barnet Brau, Oscar Burr, James 
C. Poland, J. Chaplinc, A. H. Pownall, Isaac Hanes, An- 
drew W. Kerchevall, John C. Heiskill and Robert W. Gilkeson, 
of West Virginia, or such of them as may accept the provisions 
of this act, and such persons and incorporations as may become 
associated with them in the manner hereinafter provided, shall 
be and they are hereby constituted a body politic and corpo- 
rate by the name of The Petersburg, Massanutta and Toledo corporate 
Railway, and by that name shall have all the powers, rights ^^™® 
and franchises necessary and proper to locate, construct and

4. The, capital stock of said company may be increased 
from time to time by the board of directors to such an amount 
as they may deem necessary for the interest of the company, 
not exceeding the maximum capital stock prescribed in this 
act ; and the board of directors of said company, to fully con- 
struct and equip said railway, shall have power to issue bonds 
to an amount not exceeding twenty-five thousand dollars per 
mile, in sums of not less than one hundred dollars each and 
bearing interest not exceeding eight per centum, payable, prin- 
cipal and interest, at such times and placea, and in such man- 
ner as may be deemed most advantageous to said company, 
and may secure the same by one or more mortgages on the 
road, franchises, income and the real and personal property of 
the company or such parts thereof as may be designated in 
the mortgage or mortgages. 

5. That it shall be lawful for the said company to acquire 
by purchase or in subscription to the capital stock of said 
company, or by donation, lands, mines, property, materials or 
labor, and to receive subscriptions from other companies, asso- 
ciations and corporations, and to make such arrangements as 
shall be mutually agreed upon by the respective boards of 
directors of such companies, associations and coporations for 
the endorsement, sale and exchange of stocks and bonds as to 
increase facilities for a speedy completion of said road ; and 
the said company may sell, lease or otherwise dispose of any 
lands or other property acquired under this section at their 
pleasure : provided, that all real estate acquired by this road, 
except such as may be necessary for the operation and busi- 
ness of the road, shall be sold by the said company within 
thirty years from the passage of this act. 

6. The said company shall have power to build additional 
branches and lateral roads not exceeding twenty miles each 
from their main line. 

7. This company shall be subject to the general laws now 
fn force in relation to railroad companies, except as otherwise 
provided in this charter. 

8. That any county, city, town or township along the lines 
of said road, or of any connecting roads, is hereby authorized 
to subscribe to the capital stock of said company in the man- 
ner and under the rules and regulations prescribed by law, 
approved March twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
one, by the general assembly of Virginia. 

9. The work on the road herein authorized to be constructed 
shall be commenced within three years and completed within 
six years from the passage of this act.

Chap. 142. — An ACT to incorporate the town of Hillsboro, in the 

county of Loudoun. ^ 

Approved March 3, 1880. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of Virginia, That Townincorpo- 
the town of Hillsboro, in the county of Loudoun, as the same "^*®^ 

has been or may be laid off into lots, streets and alleys, shall 
be and the same is hereby made a town corporate by the name corporate 
of Hillsboro, and by that name shall have and exercise all the p*^!^ 
powers, rights, privileges and immunities, and shall be subject 
to all the provisions of chapter fifty-four, Code of Virginia, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-three, so far as the same relates 
to towns of less than five thousand inhabitants and is not in 
conflict with the powers herein conferred. 

2. That as soon as practicable after the organization of the survev of 
council first elected under this act the said council shall cause ^aSe 

to be made a survey and plan of the town, showing distinctly 
the boundaries, its public streets and alleys, and their width, 
with such explanations and remarks as they may deem proper. 

3. That the officers of said town shall consist of a mayor, officers of 
recorder, five trustees and a sergeant. The mayor, recorder *^^^ 
and trustees shall comprise the council of said town. The Tenure of 
said officers shall hold their offices for one year and until their ^®^® 
successors arc duly elected and qualified. 

4. The recorder shall keep an accurate record of all the pro- Duties of re-

In every 
case he shall require the party undertaking to do the work, or 
any part of it, to enter into a written contract, stating dis- 
tinctly the terms of the same, embracing the prices to be paid 
for composition, press-work, folding, stitching, binding and all 
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other items in detail ; and always providing in such contract 
for printing that it is to be executed in a close and compact 
form, without unnecessary title pages or useless blank pages.

§ 9. The council shall elect or appoint, annually, a commis- commissioner 
sioner of roads, streets and alleys, and prescribe his duties ^'®*^®*" 
and compensation. 
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§ 10. The council shall have power to mark, accurately, 
bounds of existing streets, to lay off new streets, alleys and 
sidewalks ; to regulate or prohibit the running at large of ani- 
mals ; to provide for order and quiet, and the observance of 
the Sabbath within this corporation and one mile beyond its 
limits; to provide and protect shade trees; to legislate in 
reference to contagious diseases ; pass ordinances to carry into 
effect the object of this incorporation, and to punish the viola- 
tion of the same by fine or imprisonment, saving to the parties 
the right to appeal to the county court in all cases whatever 
wherein the fine shall exceed twenty dollars. Any person vio- 
lating the ordinances of said town, and escaping before being 
arrested and examined, may be arrested anywhere within the 
county of Loudoun, by the sergeant, upon a warrant issued by 
the mayor within twelve months from the time the offence was 
committed : provided further, that private property for public 
use may be taken in the manner now provided for by law for 
that purpose. The mayor's court of said town shall have the 
same jurisdiction for the condemning of land for streets, alleys 
and sidewalks of said town, as the county court has for con- 
demning roads in the county. 

§ 11. The mayor shall be the presidifig oflScer of the council, 
and he shall have power to suspend any oflScer of said corpora- 
tion, whether elected or appointed, for neglect of duty or dis- 
orderly behavior. The council shall have power to remove all 
other oflScers, and may fine members of their own body for dis- 
orderly behavior, and, with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel 
a member. Any vacancy occurring during the term, shall be 
filled by the mayor by appointment ; a vacancy in the oflSce of 
mayor shall be filled by the council, either from their own body 
or from the electors of said town. The mayor shall have no 
vote, except in case of a tie ; shall have jurisdiction and author- 
ity of a justice of the peace of Loudoun county, and may ap- 
point two or more policemen annually from among any persons 
living within the extended limits of this corporation, who shall 
take the same oath the councilmen do. The mayor and coun- 
cil shall define their duty and compensation.

annoying, and to prohibit and punish the abusers of animals. 

§ 18. To restrain and punish drunkards, vagrants, mendicants vagrants, &c 
and street beggars. 

§ 19. That it shall be unlawful for any one riding on horse- Past driving 
back or vehicle, to pass any person or persons, walking or in a 
vehicle, or on horseback, going to or returning from religious 
worship, within the limits of this corporation, or one mile be- 
yond said limits, at a faster speed than an ordinary dog-trot, 
where there are no sidewalks ; and all persons riding on horse- 
back or in vehicles, and all groups of horsemen shall give one- 
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half of the road on the side on which the footmen are walking, 
to two or more footmen, when there are no sidewalks. Any 
one so offending, if reported to the officers of this corporation, 
shall be fined not less than one nor more than ten dollars for 
each offence. 

§ 20. That whenever anything for which a state license is 
required, is to be done in said town, the council may require a 
town license therefor, and may impose a road tax not exceed- 
ing twenty cents on each dollar of said state license. The poll 
tax shall not exceed fifty cents on each male person in any one 
year. 

§ 21. That the mayor and council shall have power and 
authority to deputize any number of citizens of the town, and 
such as may be in town from said county they may think re- 
quisite and proper, to assist the sergeant in the full discharge 
of his duties in case of riot and all misdemeanors, as he shall 
judge necessary.

damages sustained. In no case, however, shall the amount 
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allowed exceed the assessed value thereof. The justice hear- 
ing the case shall return to the owner of the sheep killed or 
severely wounded a certificate, under his hand, setting forth 
the damage sustained, and a like certificate to the clerk of the 
county court of said county, who shall present it to the board 
of supervisors at their next meeting ; and for such proceeding 
the justice shall be paid by the said owner or agent fifty cents, 
to be added to the damage done to the sheep. 

6. The board of supervisors of said county shall allow out of 
the fund created by this act, premiums for killing foxes and 
wildcats, fix or alter the amounts of such premiums, make reg- 
ulations for establishing the right thereto, and for guarding 
against frauds upon the county, and alter and rescind such 
regulations ; provided, however, that the fee for killing a full 
grown red fox shall not be less than the tax imposed upon a 
male dog ; and for the killing of a full grown wildcat, not less 
than double that amount. They shall have discretion to order 
the payment, in whole or in part, of the claims for damages 
done to sheep, and premiums for killing foxes and wildcats 
according to the amount of funds collected under this act and 
the equitable night of each application. They shall order the 
payment of all fees and charges enforcing this act, and they 
shall also order the payment to the county school board of any 
surplus which shall remain of this fund. It shall be the duty 
of the attorney for the commonwealth to be present and repre- 
sent the interests of the county when claims under this act 
are decided. 

7. All payments made by the treasurer of said county of 
funds created by this act shall be on the order of the board of 
supervisors, certified by the county clerk. 

8. The treasurer of said county shall annually, at the meet- 
ing of the board of supervisors, make a settlement with said 
board of his management of this fund, which settlement shall 
be recorded by the clerk.

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of Virginia, That 
Ephraim Geading, B. H. Lickliter, Gideon Smith, W. T. Light- 
ner, H. H. Hanger, D. F. Hooyer, E. B. Bear, William J. Eve- 
ritt. Christian Bear and H. B. Seig, their associates and suc- 
cessors, and all such persons as hereafter become or are now 
owners of lots in the cemetery hereby incorporated, shall be 
and are hereby made a body politic and corporate under the 
name of The Green Hill Cemetery Company, and by that name 
and style shall be able and capable in law to have and use a 
common seal, to contract and be contracted with, to sue and be 
sued, to plead and be impleaded, and to do and perform all 
such other things as are incident to a body politic and corpo- 
rate. 

2. That said company shall hare the right to purchase and 
bold, in or near the village of Churchville, in Augusta county, 
not exceeding in quantity five acres of land, for the purposes

Charter

seventy-three, as amended by an act approved April ninth, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-four, be amended and re-enacted 
as follows :

of Little creek ; thence down the centre of said creek to the 
line dividing the lands of Messieurs Groves and Ennis ; thence 
northerly along said line to the channel of Quantico bay; 
thence to the north bank of said Quantico ; thence along said 
north bank to the middle of Potomac river ; thence along said 
line to a point opposite the place of beginning ; thence west- 
erly to the initial point, shall be and is hereby made a town 
corporate by the name and style of The Town of Potomac ; 
and by that name may sue and be sued, and by that name and 
style shall have and exercise the powers hereinafter granted or 
conferred upon towns by the fifty-fourth chapter of the Code of 
Virginia of eighteen hundred and seventy-three, and of all laws 
now in force or that may hereafter be enacted for the govern- 
ment of towns containing less than five thousand inhabitants, 
not in conflict or incompatible with the grants, powers and 
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duties conferred on the board of control, as provided in the act 
incorporating the Potomac land and improvement company, as 
amended and re-enacted and now in force.

acts aforesaid, approved April twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-four, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

§ 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of Virginia, That 
any canal company, public improvement company, any corpo- 
ration, public or private, or any person or persons whatsoever,

Chap. 303.— JOINT RESOLUTIONS with reference to *' regie" 
contracts by foreign governments for the purchase of leaf tobacco. 

Approved March 9, 1880. 

Preamble Whereas it has been made known to this general assembly 

that one of the great staples of this commonwealth — namely, 
leaf tobacco — together with the interests of all persons in any 
way connected with the same, whether as producers, sellers or 
buyers, is being seriously, injuriously and to a ruinous ex- 
tent affected by the action of certain European governments, 
namely: France, Spain, Italy, and Austria, discriminating 
against said staple, by making a government monopoly of the 
purchase and sale of the same within their respective domin- 
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ions, thereby cutting off all competition on the large amount of 
leaf tobacco — over one hundred million pounds — required to 
supply the citizens of these several governments, for which 
there is no other market ; and whereas these four governments 
purchase their supplies of leaf tobacco through an agent, 
termed a regie, by contract let to the lowest bidder, thereby 
placing it in the power of two or three men, contractors, whose 
interest it is to purchase at the lowest figures attainable to con- 
trol the prices of leaf tobacco on the markets of this country, 
and through our markets, the original source of supply, to con- 
trol the markets of the world ; therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Delegates in instructions 
legislature assembled. That our senators in congess be and 

they are hereby instructed, and our representatives requested, 
to use their influence and all legitimate and honorable means 
to induce congress and the state department at Washington to 
take steps and use every effort to do away with this unjust and 
unreasonable discrimination against this our great staple, and 
to cause the present regie system for the purchase and sale 
of leaf tobacco within the dominions of the aforementioned 
European governments to be abolished, and the markets of 
these four great governments made open markets into which 
all persons who desire to do so may import, and thus protect 
this great staple, which furnishes the means of support not 
only to thousands of families in this commonwealth, but in 
thirteen different states of this Union. 

2. That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded by the clerk co^to he tor-

Chap. 309.— JOINT RESOLUTIONS proposing an amendment to 
the first section, article 3 of the Constitution, concerning the elective 
franchise. 

1. Resolved by the Senate and House of Delegates (a ma- 
jority of the members elected to each of the two houses agree- 
ing thereto), That the following amendment be and is hereby 
proposed to the constitution of Virginia, and is hereby referred 
to the general assembly to be chosen at the next general elec- 
tion of senators and members of the House of Delegates for 
its concurrence, in conformity with article twelve of 'said con- 
stitution : Strike from the constitution of Virginia the first 
section of the third article, in reference to the elective fran- 
chise and qualifications for office, which is in these words — 

ARTICLE THIRD. 

Elective franchise and qualifications for office, 

§ 1. Every male citizen of the United States, twenty-one 
years old, who shall have been a resident of the state twelve 
months, and of the county, city or town in which he shall oflTer 
to vote three months next preceding any election, and shall 
have paid to the state, before the day of election, the capita- 
tion tax required by law for the preceding year, shall be enti- 
tled to vote for members of the general assembly and all officers 
elected by the people : provided, that no officer, soldier, seaman 
or marine of the United States army or navy shall be consid- 
ered a resident of this state by reason of being stationed there- 
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in : and provided, also, that the following persons shall be 
excluded from voting : 

First. Idiots and lunatics. 

Second. Persons convicted of bribery in any election, em- 
bezzlement of public funds, treason, felony, or petit larceny. 

Third. No person who, while a citizen of this state, has, 
since the adoption of this constitution, fought a duel with a 
deadly weapon, sent or accepted a challenge to fight a duel 
with a deadly weapon, either within or beyond the boundaries 
of this state, or knowingly conveyed a challenge, or aided or 
assisted in any manner in fighting a duel, shall be allowed to 
vote or hold any office of honor, profit or trust under this con- 
stitution — 

And in lieu thereof insert the following : 

§ 1. Every male citizen of the United States, twenty-one 
years old, who shall have been a resident of this state twelve 
months, and of the county, city or town in which he shall offet 
to vote three months next preceding any election, shall be enti- 
tled to vote for members of the general assembly and all officers 
elected by the people : provided, that no officer, soldier, seaman 
or marine of the United States army or navy shall be consid- 
ered a resident of this state by reason of being stationed there- 
in : and provided, also, that the following persons shall be ex- 
cluded from voting : 

First. Idiots and lunatics. 

Second. Persons convicted of bribery in any election, embez- 
zlement of public funds, treason, felony, or petit larceny. 

Third. No person who, while a citizen of this state, has, since 
the adoption of this constitution, fought a duel with deadly 
weapon, sent or accepted a challenge to fight a duel with deadly 
weapon, either within or beyond the boundaries of this state, 
or knowingly conveyed a challenge, or aided or assisted in any 
manner in fighting a duel, shall be allowed to vote or hold any 
office of honor, profit or trust under this constitution. 

2. Resolved, That the clerk of the House of Delegates or 
the clerk of the Senate be required, or if a vacancy happen in 
both of said offices, the presiding officer of either house of the 
general assembly be authorized and requested to cause the pro- 
posed amendments and these resolutions to be published in 
some newspaper published in the city of Richmond for three 
months previous to the time of chosing the members of the 
general assembly, at the next general election of senators and 
members of the House of Delegates. 

3. Resolved, That the clerk of the Senate and the clerk of 
the House of Delegates be required to transmit to the general 
assembly, to be chosen at the next general election of senators 
and members of the House of Delegates, a certified copy of 
said amendments and these resolutions, together with a certifi- 
cate of publication by the publisher of the newspaper in which 
the proposed amendments shall have been published.
